| Miss Shipley emphasizes that 
curtain or drapery dength is one 
of the most important factors. 
There are three possible choices 
to help out the feeling of your 
room. 

‘The first choice is to have the 
curtains end just at the window 
sill or perheps a quarter of an 
inch past. This length has some 
disadvantages, Miss Shipley ad- 
vises, for the city home where 
dirt collects on sills. But this 
short length will give the right 
expression to an informal room. 

Another length for curtains is 
to the lower edge of the wood- 
work that surrounds the window.

Social ary 
Tax Due March 15 


Many _ self-employed persons 
must pay an additional tax on 
their incomes, for social security 
tax purposes, 

It is due, along with the reg- 
ular income tax by March 15. 

This ‘additional tax must be 
paid by every self-employed per- 
son cavered by social security if 
his net earnings from self-em- 
ployment last year were $400 or 
more. There's no choice about 
it: if you come within that cate- 
gory, you owe the tax. 


HOWEVER, several large 
groups of persons are excluded 
from social security coverage. 
road- workers, public officials, 
lawyers, doctors, dentists, osteo- 
paths, Chiropractors, Optomet- 
rists, funeral directors, profes-
